ledge,  information,  and  conscience,  it  ineviubly  hsoD^ 
that  they  were  wholly  ignorant  of  whether  their  proceSm 
were  or  were  not  consistent  with  law.  Such  a  mess  ^ 
medley  as  had  occurred  in  the  present  proceeding  h^ 
been  exhibited.  This  made  him  heartilv  desirous  of  retnori 
altogether  from  the  judicial  establishments  of  Englmd"*^ 
species  of  courts  whose  proceedings  must  always  be  subieJt 
to  doubt,  and  which  on  occasions  might  be  made  instrumem^ 
of  the  grossest  and  most  grievous  injustice.

With  winds,  waves,  sands, 
and  rocks,  there  can  unfortunately  be  no  peace,  and 
tacking  cannot,  as  the  Admiralty  Secretary  supposes, 
be  put  on  a  peace  establishment,  for  a  board  often 
of  much  more  vital  importance  even  than  the  Board 
of  Admiralty  itself,  is  a  board  to  windward. 

The  statement  that  our  ships  are  lying  iri  the 
ports  of  friendly  States,  where  they  can  be  in  no 
want  of  hand.s  to  manoeuvre  them,  rather  surprises 
us,  as  we  have  been  told  before  that  the  object  of 
commissioning  so  many  ships  with  weak  crews  was 
to  instruct  or  to  practise  officers  in  their  duties.

Mr  F.  H.  F.  Berkeley,  the  Member  for  Bristol, 
made  a  most  effective  speech  on  this  subject,  which 
will  be  found  in  our  abridgment  of  the  Parliamentary 
proceedings,  and  which  w’ill  well  repay  the  perusal 
of  those  who  take  an  interest  in  the  question. 


suance  of  his  duty  he  called  a  vestry  to  make  a  rate 
— the  rate  was  refused,  very  properly,  as  all  Church- 
rates  should  be  refused,  an  adjournment  having  been 
carried.  Upon  this  the  clergyman,  the  Rev.  Ebene- 
zer  Morris,  sent  David  Jones  a  written  notice  to 
provide  bread  and  wine  for  the  Sacrament,  to  which 
Jones  replied  that  he  had  no  funds  out  of  which  to 
procure  them,  and  that  he  was  too  poor  to  provide 
them  at  his  own  cost.  The  Vicar  then  took  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  the  poor  man,  he  was  dragged  into 
an  Ecclesiastical  Court,  and  the  result  was,  that  he 
was  condemned  for  contumacy,  arrested  for  the  debt 
and  costs,  and  incarcerated  in  the  gaol  at  Carmar¬ 
then,  where  at  this  hour  he  remains. 

To  us  there  seems  to  be  in  this  a  most  horrible 
profanation.  What  idea  can  be  more  revolting  than 
the  sordid  dispute  about  the  supply  of  the  bread  and 
wine,  and  throwing  a  man  into  gaol  for  the  materials 
for  the  Sacrament — ^persecution  for  the  tvpe  of 
Christian  law  and  sclNsacrifice !  How  apt  for  this 
occasion  are  the  words,  “  He  that  eateth  bread  with 
me  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against  me.” 

Need  w’e  observe,  that  upon  the  statements  of  such 
a  case  as  this,  the  character  of  the  Rev.  Kbenezer 
.Morris  was  extolled  to  the  skies.  The  sufferer, 
Jones,  was  blackened,  charged  with  blasphemy  and 
obscenity,  and  his  prosecutor’s  virtues  were  vouched 
for,  according  to  custom,  in  all  the  like  cases. 

"Turn  uno  ore  omnes  omnia 
Bona  dicere  et  laudare.” 

Indeed  Lord  Grenville  Somerset  did  not  hesitate  to 
declare — 

With  respect  to  the  attack  made  on  the  conduct  of  Mr 
.MorriH,  he  could  not  liein  thinking  that  it  was  a  very  foitu- 
nate  thing  for  that  gentleman  that  it  had  been  made,  be> 
cstise  the  result  had  been  that  Ai»  ejccrilent  character  as  a 
rterf'^man  had  been  proclaimed  in  that  house  ;  whereas,  if 
the  lion,  member  for  l.aaibetb  bad  not  brought  forward  the 
accusation,  although  the  character  of  the  reverend  gentle¬ 
man  w«Mild  have  been  known  in  his  own  parish,  it  might 
never  Aai«e  been  made  known  to  the  whole  world  as  it  now 
would  be." 

It  is  unfortunate  for  the  Rev.  Ehenezer  Morris  that 
the  Tories  are  not  in  power,  for  if  they  were,  it  is  clear 
that  they  would  muke  him  a  Bishop,  in  reward  of  the 
virtues  signalised  in  the  case  of  David  Jones.  In 
nautical  phrase,  going  to  Davy  Jones’s  locker  is  an¬ 
other  worri  for  perdition  ;  but  in  the  Church,  going

“  That  the  nyatem  of  reducing  the  crews  of  her  Majesty’s 
ahip«,  in  time  of  peace,  below  the  number  reijuired  to  make 
them  efficient  in  time  of  war,  is  injurious  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  eervire:  and  that  it  ia  the  opinion  of  this  house  that 
•II  her  M^esiy’k  ship*,  when  actively  employed  or  atiout  to 
quit  the  British  channel,  should  in  future  have  but  one 
complement  of  men,  whether  in  peace  or  war 

—has  l)cen  dcfeateil  by  a  majority  of  63,  its 
■upporters  having  been  only  27  to  90 — so  little  are 
the  interests  of  the  naval  service  understood  in  the 
House  of  (’.ommons,  and  so  small  is  the  number  of 
the  sailor’s  friends. 

It  is  indeed  a  remarkable  practical  contradiction 
to  find  gentlemen  who  are  loud  in  their  reprobation 
of  impressment,  opposing  themselves  to  the  motion 
to  increase  the  comfort  and  lighten  the  toil  of  sailors 
in  her  .Majesty’s  service.  Impressment  is  an  open 
rubbery  of  the  sailor’s  liberty,  skill,  and  labour  ;  but 
service  in  under-manned,  weak-handed  ships,  swin¬ 
dles  the  man  out  of  a  greater  share  of  toil  and  hard- 
ahip  than  he  is  paiil  for  in  his  wages.  The  effect  of 
it  is  to  make  the  service  so  irksome  and  odious,  as 
to  create  a  greater  necessity  for  impressment  in  the 
event  of  a  war.  Yet  enemies  of  impressment,  Mr 
Hume  amongst  the  number,  voted  against  Sir  E. 
Codrington*s  motion.  Mr  Hume’s  plea  was  eco¬ 
nomy,  hut  economy  may  be  as  well  made  a  ground 
for  stealing  the  bodies  and  the  labour  of  sailors  as 
for  filching  from  them  a  greater  degree  of  toil  than 
is  bargaineil  for,  or  re*tmuierated  in  their  wages.  If 
economy  retpiires  it,  let  ns  have  fewer  ships  in  com¬ 
mission,  hut  whatever  may  he  the  number  employetl, 
let  our  sailors  have  fair  treatment  and  the  com/orts 
which  conduce  to  their  health,  their  content,  their 
alacrity  and  efficiency,  and  attachment  to  the  ser¬ 
vice.  It  is  generally  admitted  by  experienced  offi¬ 
cers  that  the  duties  of  the  watch  are  too  hc.ivy  for 
the  peace  complements — in  this  respect  the  men  are 
distressed,  harassed,  and  subjected  to  hardships  ; 
and  the  duties  are  not  performed  with  that  siqie- 
riority  to  the  ships  of  other  nations  which  used  to 
distinguish  the  British  navy — and  in  this  respect  the 
pride  of  the  Hag  suffers,  and  the  prestige  of  supe¬ 
riority  wanes.  The.  saving  for  which  this  sacrifice 
of  the  comforts  of  the  men,  and  the  renown  of  the 
British  navy  is  made,  is  comparatively  insignificant. 
Were  one  ship  of  the  line  redact'd,  all  the  rest  could 
adequately  manned  without  the  addition  of  a 
•ixiM’oce  to  the  charges  of  the  nation. 

Mr  Charles  Wood,  the  clever  Secretary  of  the 
Admiralty,  iu  opposing  Sir  K.  Coilrington’s  motion, 
took  a  new  view  of  the  exigencies  of  the  naval

What  are  the  laws  which  are  essen- 
al  to  the  safe  and  beneficial  working  of  the  Eman- 
•  »;  xn  Act  and  what  are  the  hopes  that  the  House 
nfAssemblv’will  pass  them?  A  law  for  the  reform 
fthP  mdicial  system  is  wanted;  is  any  one  so  san- 
^ine  as  to  expect  it  from  the  House  of  Assembly  ? 
Police  and  vagrant  laws  are  requisite,  which  ought 
not  to  be  so  framed  as  to  compel  labour  by  coercion, 
Jnd  which  yet  should  repress  vagrancy  properly  so 
called*  poor  laws  are  necessary;  and  the  revision 
of  the  whole  Jamaica  code,  which  is  vitiated  through¬ 
out  with  the  spirit  of  slavery.  Can  th^se  improve¬ 
ments  be  expected  at  the  hands  of  the  men  who  hate 
the  liberty  of  the  blacks,  and  do  not  believe  in  their 
capacity  for  civilization  ?  ,  .  , 

Moreover,  laws  are  most  urgently  required  to 
regulate  contracts  between  employers  and  labourers  ; 
and  can  any  reasonable  being  expect  equitable  pro- 
visions  to  that  most  important  effect  from  the  House 
of  Assembly,  with  all  its  old  prejudices,  its  disbelief 
in  the  industry  of  the  blacks,  and  its  habits  of  look- 
in<»  at  their  labour  as  a  thing  to  be  extorted  for  the 

profit  of  the  whites  ? 

Sir  Robert  Peel  declaims  about  the  suspension  of 
a  popular  constitution — a  popular  constitution  with¬ 
out  a  people — a  representation  of  2,000  persons  out 
of  a  population  of  360,000  !  The  worst  of  all  ty¬ 
rannies  has  always  been  the  tyranny  upheld  under 
the  pretences  of  liberty. 

Lord  John  Russell  has  now  manfully  taken  up 
his  ground  against  the  insidious  attempts  of  Sir 
Robert  Peel  to  appear  the  dictator  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Ministers  now  make  their  stand  upon  all 
that  was  intended  in  the  Emancipation  Act;  and  the 
Tories,  who  were  so  long  the  open  enemies  of  the 
Negro  rights,  are  now,  with  perfect  consistency,  we 
admit,  engaged  in  the  attempt  to  frustrate  the  en¬ 
joyment  of  them,  and  to  doom  the  blacks  to  a  state 
of  oppression  and  barbarism.  The  Government  has 
taken  this  line  of  duty  with  spirit  and  resolution, 
and  this  is  a  question  upon  which  all  men  of  liberal 
opinions  are  bound,  in  consistency  with  their  past 
votes  foremancipation,  to  support  the  Ministry ;  for 
what  is  proposed  is  but  for  carrying  into  effect  the 
intention  of  the  Emancipation  Act,  and  guarding 
against  that  which  would  defeat  the  humane  pur¬ 
pose  of  it,  and  involve  the  colony  in  the  worst  dis¬ 
tractions. 

CORONER’S  CHIT-CHAT. 

The  Coroner  for  Middlesex  promises  to  make  the 
inquests  held  in  his  extensive  district  really  pleasant 
meetings— to  relieve  the  lugubriousness  of  such  con¬ 
vocations  with  light  and  glancing  opinions  of  men 
and  things.  Throughout  the  past  week  thecohiuius 
of  our  contemporaries  have  been  gemmed  with  the 
precious  sayings  of  Mr  VVakley  to  admiring  juries, 
suminoned  to  discuss  the  causes  of  death  and  lioini- 
cide,  but  agreeably  sui’jirised,  and  doubtless  consi¬ 
derably  instructed,  by  the  political  notions  of  tlie 
Parliamentary  Coroner.  The  following  appeared  in 
the  Standard  of  VVednesdav  : — 

“Ma  Wakley  ani>  the  Meluourke  Ministry 
—At  the  conriufiion  of  an  inquest  held  on  Monday,  before 
Mr  Wakley,  M.P.,  at  the  Turk’s  Head,  Charlotte  street,

kept  at  hard  labour,  whilst  Medhurst's  imprisonment  is  at-  i 
tended  with  no  such  aggravation.  The  distinction  is  the 
more  im{K)rtant  from  the  excessive  degradation  unavoidably 
attached  to  prison  labour  under  the  prevailing  system  of  as¬ 
sociation  with  other  prisoners  undergtxing  sentences  of  a 
similar  kind.  It  is  also  to  be  recollected  that,  although  Mr 
Bull's  station  in  life  renderetl  him  dependent  on  his  own  ex¬ 
ertions,  whilst  Mr  Medhurst  was  born  to  an  independence, 
the  habits  of  both  these  persons  were  equally  foreign  to  a 
state  ol  labour  such  as  that  imposed  in  a  House  of  Correc¬ 
tion,  and  they  were  equally  strangers  to  that  kind  of  society 
which  exists  amongst  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour.

The  Radicals  of  England  might  Nvell  take  a  lesson 
from  the  Radicals  of  France,  whose  conduct  during 
the  late  crisis,  and  indeed  during  the  last  two  years, 
has  been  admirable  in  its  moderation,  its  ensemble, 
its  apparent  abnegation,  accompanied  at  the  same 
time  by  more  complete  success  and  a  greater  ad¬ 
vancement  of  those  principles  which  it  would  propa¬ 
gate,  than  ever  was  achieved  by  years  of  quarrelling 
and  brawling.  Where  was  M.  Barrot  four  years 
ago?  Remote  from  power,  or  even  inffiience,  dis¬ 
credited  in  the  Chamber  and  in  public,  his  sup¬ 
port  was  quite  sufficient  to  overwhelm  any  man  or 
any  project  of  law.  The  sine  qua  non  of  a  ministry 
was  to  be  honoured  with  his  opposition.  How 
changed  is  M.  Barrot's  position  since  he  changed 
conduct,  and  merely  conduct,  for  principles  M. 
Barrot  never  changed.  His  voice  is  now  the  most 
potent,  the  most  influential,  in  the  Chamber.  But 
for  the  secret  hostility  of  the  Court,  he  would  most 
certainly  have  been  chosen  its  President.  Aided, 
indeed,  by  the  fatuity  of  Louis  Philippe,  M.  Barrot 
has  brought  to  his  side  M.  Thiers  and  his  party, 
nay,  for  a  time,  M.  Guizot  and  his  party  ;  whilst,  in 
the  debate  of  Monday  and  Tuesday,  M.  Barrot  car¬ 
ried  away  even  the  applause  of  Count  Mold’s  friends, 
and  that  by  expatiating  on  no  illiberal  theme,  for 
he  w’as  denouncing  the  ultra-Conservatism  of  the 
Doctrinaires. 

And  yet  these  are  questions,  Radical  and  Liberal 
questions,  dear  to  M.  Barrot,  and  vital  to  the  inte¬ 
rests  of  his  cause.  There  is  electoral  reform,  there 
is  the  repeal  of  the  Septoinher  laws,  and  a  host  of  others, 
not  new  or  theoretic  questions  ;  there  were  millions  of  sig¬ 
natures  this  very  year  to  petitions  for  electoral  reform,  but 
M.  Barrot  piesses  for  none  of  these  :  he  is  contented  to 
postpone  reform,  to  tolerate  the  September  laws.  And 
why  ?  In  order  to  have  a  more  Liberal  instead  of  a  less 
Liberal  Ministry— in  order  to  have  M.  'I'hiers  and  .M. 
Passv,  rather  than  M.  (iuizot  or  M.  Montalivet,  at  the  head 
of  affairs.  The  September  laws  are  a  Draconic  code.  No 
one  is  more  desirous  of  repealing  tliem  than  .VI.  Barrot; 
but  he  is  not  Quixotic  enough  to  attack  a  windmill  in  full 
motion  ;  he  lets  the  September  laws  alone,  and  struggles 
merely  for  a  Ministry  which  will  let  them  lie  dormant. 
The  majority  of  the  French,  M.  Barrot  well  knows,  are 
still  actuated  by  idle  but  deep-rooted  fears  of  anarchy,  and 
revolution,  and  war.  He  knows  that  those  fears  are  cre¬ 
ated  by  the  fact  of  the  country  having  taken  immense 
strides  in  a  Liberal  direction  in  1831),  and  by  the  natural 
revulsion  and  reaction  which  always  follow  such  events. 
He  therefore  bides  his  time,  well  knowing  that  reform  is 
not  to  be  attempted  in  nine  years  after  a  successful  revolu¬ 
tion,  which  remodelled  the  Constitution  and  the  Sute.  The 
analogy  is  certainly  not  complete  between  France  and  Eng. 
land, — the  latter  country  having  a  world  of  abuses,  privi¬ 
leges,  and  antiquated  absurdities  to  do  away  with,  which 
the  French  find  no  longer  in  the  way  of  their  improvement 
or  development.  But  the  necessity  of  winning  the  assent 
of  very  nearly  the  majority  by  moderation,  previous  to  at- 
tempting  to  force  tlie  |>ervrrse  will  of  the  interested  remainder 
by  violence  and  agitation,  is  as  incumbent  on  the  Engluh 
as  on  the  French  Liberal. 

These  reflections  were  suiu^itcd  by  the  discuuion  in 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  .^nday  and  Tuesday,  during 
which  the  Courtiers  and  the  toi-disant  Conservatives  made 
so  pitiful  a  figure,  and  in  which  M.  Barrot  shone  forth  pre¬ 
eminent,  not  merely  in  eloquence  but  in  position  and  sUtes- 
manlike  conduct.  It  is  known  that,  for  now  upwards  of  a 
fortnight.  Ministerial  negotiation  had  been  suspended  until 
a  day  or  two  ago.  when,  to  have  the  appearance  of  doing 
something.  Marshal  8oult  allowed  Fasey,  elected  Prwi- 
dent  of  the  Chambers,  to  negotiate  with  hb  old  friends.  M. 
Thiers  consented  to  receive  overtures,  and  everything  ^ 
gan  to  tend  to  an  sgreement,  Soult  brolw  U  off  ^ 

in  n  new  negocuttieU|  kL  T«He,  uA  telling  him  «• 
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go  and  offer  Thiers  a  poriefiuiUe,  but  no*,  that  of  Foreign 
Affairs.  This  was  intendeil  and  received  as  an  insult,  and 
attaineil  the  end  of  breaking  off  negotiations.  It,  however, 
had  also  the  effect  of  offending  Passy,  and  flinging  him  once 
more  to  the  tide  of  Thiers.  In  this  SouU  fulfilled  the  in¬ 
tentions  of  the  Court,  but  executed  them  awkwardly. 
This  occurred  on  S.uurday.  On  .Monday  M.  .Mauguin 
interpellated  the  different  leaders  of  the  Chamber  to  explain 
whence  came  the  obstacles  in  the  wsy  of  forming  a  Cabinet. 
.M.  Dupin  then  stated  the  part  which  he  had  taken,  but 
observed  great  caution,  inculpating  neither  the  King,  nor 
Thiers,  nor  Sou  It.  He  denounced,  however,  that  un¬ 
speakable  love  of  mediocrity,  and  mediocre  men  as  the 
fittest  candidates  for  place,  which  had  deprived  Govern¬ 
ment  of  all  moral  influence  and  consideration.”  M.  Thiers 
then  addresseil  the  Chamber  in  a  long  narrative  of  Minis¬ 
terial  negotiation,  which  he  entered  into  without  warmth, 
passion,  or  recrimination.  During  the  month  of  March, 
he  said,  the  obstacle  to  hia  entering  the  Cabinet  was.  that 
the  conditions  on  which  he  insisteil  with  respect  to  Spain 
were  never  fully  granted.  He  had  di.scussetl  several  points 
with  the  King, — that  of  fresh  orders  to  be  issued  to  French 
naval  officers,  of  the  prevention  of  contraband  of  war,  and 
the  necessity  of  employing  marines  on  board  of  French 
ships.  Dn  some  of  these  he  came  to  an  accord  with  the 
King,  on  some  he  did  not-  But,  in  fine,  a  programme  was 
drawn  up  by  tlie  members  of  the  ('abinet,  and  agreed  to  by 
Thiers.  When  brought  to  the  King,  the  latter  refuseil  it 
with  the  word  never,  A  second  time  it  was  refused  ;  when 
.M.  Thiers  wrote  to  .Marshal  Soult,  withdrawing  alK^ther. 
The  Marshal  answered  by  saying  that  the  King  consented. 
He,  M.  Thiers,  had  but  this  vague  declaiation ;  so,  when 
the  Cabinet  assembled  in  the  King's  closet  immeiliately 
previous  to  its  appointment,  he  thought  it  necessary  to  ask 
how  the  disputed  points  were  understood  by  the  King,  and 
whether,  especially,  fresh  orders  were  to  l>c  issueil  to  the 
French  navy.  The  King  said  no.  M.  Thiers  accordingly 
declared  he  would  not  join  the  Cabinet.  This  was  the 
obstacle  which  existed  up  to  the  27th  of  .March,  when  the 
King  declared  he  would  fully  cede  the  programme.  But 
by  that  time  a  quarrel  had  been  cftccttHl  between  M.  Pa.s.sy 
and  .M.  Thiers,  which  maile  the  cession  useless.  During 
the  month  of  .April  the  obstacle  was  apparently  a  different 
one,  and  sprung  from  either  the  persimal  objection  of  .Mar¬ 
shal  Soult  to  him,  .M.  Tiiiers,  or  the  ohjcction  of  M. 
Guizot  to  .M.  Barrot's  Presidency.  AAcr  M.  Thiers,  .M. 
Passy  rose,  not  to  contradict  him,  as  was  expected,  or  to 
recriminate,  but  to  throw  the  blame  of  the  failure  of  the 
last  negotiation  on  Marshal  SouU’s  **  change  of  mind.” 
The  Marquis  of  Dalmatia  then  laboured  to  exculpate  his 
father,  and  to  throw  the  blame  on  M.  Thiers’s  iliffuring 
with  regard  to  Spanish  affairs,  not  only  from  the  King,  but 
from  his  father,  M.  Dupin,  Humann,  and  Pussy.  The 
Utter  instantly  got  up  to  deny  this  difference.  M.  Thiers 
replied  that  he  did  not  know  of  any  difference  with  his  col¬ 
leagues  with  regard  to  Spain  ;  but  if  it  existed,  he  was  glad 
to  have  called  fur  explanation,  since  it  was  better  to  settle 
such  difference  previous  to  entering  a  Cabinet.  M.  Guizot 
too  spoke,  and  declared  himself  the  representative  of  the 
Conservatives  and  the  Conservative  principle.  As  such,  he 
thought  himself  entitled  not  merely  to  a  place  in  the  Ca¬ 
binet,  but  to  a  place  witli  political  inffuence,  such  as  the 
Home  Department.  This  the  party  of  .M.  Barrot  denied 
him  from  old  prejudices.  M.  Guizot  deprecated  the 
formation  of  a  Ministry  sup{)orted  by  tlie  left,  because  the 
left  were  naturally  op|M>setl  to  any  Government,  and  no 
(iovermnent  could  endure  or  work  effectually  if  so  sup¬ 
ported. 

The  second  day’s  continuation  of  the  debate  opened  with 
a  speech  from  Lamartine,  directly  pointed  at  M.  Guizot, 
who,  he  said,  had  no  right  to  call  himself  the  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Conservatives  of  that  Chamber.  i>l.  Guizot  said 
he  was  not  a  Conservative  Radical.  He  was  a  retrograde 
Conservative,  whilst  he,  Lamartine,  professed  himself  a 
liberal  Conservative,  admitting  improvement  and  reform. 
M.  Guizot  then  retorted  upon  .M.  Ijainartine,  and  this 
open  quarrel  between  two  members  of  the  right  side  of  the 
Chamber  caused  a  considerable  degree  of  interest  and 
amusement.  M.  Barrot  then  rose,  and- began  by  exclaim¬ 
ing  against  M.  Guizot’s  denunciation  of  the  left  as  anti- 
gouvernemental.  The  Doctrinaires  had  ever  words  without 
sense,  by  which  they  excluded  all  others,  and  declared 
themselves  alone  capable  and  fit  fur  influence  or  power. 
And  yet  who  is  this  chief  of  thirty  followers,  who  pre¬ 
sumes  to  proscribe  Urge  bodies  of  the  Chamber,  merely 
because  they  were  Liberal  ?  Count  Mol4  got  a  majority  of 
the  old  Ministerialists  to  support  him,  solely  by  excluding 
M.  Guizot  and  the  Doctrinaires,  and  granting  the  a  nnesty 
in  their  despite.  Instead  of  being  representative  of  any 
Conservative  majority,  M.  Guizots  name  was  an  antidote 
to  any  iiiujority.  And  yet  it  was  the  person  who  de¬ 
nounce  and  ripped  up  old  quarrels,  with  what  views, 
except  purely  selfish  ones,  was  difficult  to  imagine.  The 
current  of  popuUr  and  electoral  opinion  had  set  to  Liberalism. 
He  would  call  to  witness  these  thickiv  crowded  benches, 
never  so  full  before.  It  was  against  this  current  of  public 
opinion  that  M.  Guizot  sought  to  struggle.  After  a  brilliant 
development  of  the  state  and  progress  ot  public  feeling 
in  the  country,  M.  Barrot  stigmatized  Souit's  capricious 
and  treacherous  conduct  in  rendering  every  Ministry  iin. 

Kossible,  since  his  was  the  fault  of  their  all  failing;.  A 
ero  like  the  Duke  of  Wellington  could  humble  his  pre¬ 
tensions  and  experience  before  Sir  Robert  Peel,  on  account 
of  the  latter’s  parliamenury  talents  and  weight.  Why 
mImniU  not  Soult  do  the  same  ?  Was  the  sword  in  France 
still  paramount  to  parliamenury  eminence  ?  But  no  sum. 
inary  could  do  justice  to  the  eloquence  of  M.  Barrot,  who 
suriNuaed  himaelf  on  this  occasion.  M.  Cunin  Gridaiiie  is 
the  name  of  the  old  Ministerialist.  He  rose  to  declare 
that  M.  Thiers's  programme  waa  moat  acceptable  to  him, 
and  that  he  would  sign  it  with  both  his  hanas.  He  recom* 
mended  reconciliation.  After  a  few  words  from  M.  Teste, 
M.  Mauguin  resumed,  and  repeated  M.  Bnrrot’s  condu* 
sion,  m.  that  a  weak  more  should  be  givsu  to  the  Crown, 
hut  if  that  iiilenral  elapaed  withoni  a  Ministry,  the  Cham* 
Imt  of  Dmttes  would  Aul  in  its  duty  if  k  did  adt  sentl

Excursions  in  the  Interior  of  Russia ;  including 

Sketches  of  the  Character  and  Volieg  of  the 

Emperor  NicholaSt  Scenes  in  St  Petersburg^  ^c. 

By  Hobert  Brcmner,  lisq.  2  vols.  Colburn. 

Of  the  various  books  that  have  recently  appeared 
on  the  subject  of  Russia,  this  seems  to  us  decidedly 
the  best.  It  is  written  throushout  with  great  abi¬ 
lity,  and,  so  Ttr  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  with  won¬ 
derful  impartiality.  Wc  have  not  met  with  what 
bc.irs  tile  stinhlaiice  of  flattery  or  detraction  in  any 
part  of  it.  The  Efn|>cior  is  painted,  in  defiance  of 
all  travelled  precedent,  neither  angel  nor  devil ;  but 
in  the  natural  and  ordinary'  shafie  of  a  man  with  too 
inucii  power  for  his  fair  share  of  wisdom,  and 
with  loo  much  ambition  for  either  the  (|uality  or 
tjtiantitv  oi  his  resources.  ^  ne  vast  country  he 
rules  is  not  less  soberly  and  justly  depicted,  as  a 
pow«  r  w  hich  is  immense,  no  doubt,  but  useless, 
because  unwieldy — a  giant  frame  without  the  health¬ 
ful  pul.se  of  life — a  huge  and  outspread  image  of 
birengtli  with  mortal  weaknc.ss  at  its  core.  Finally, 
the  habits  and  manners  of  the  j^ple  are  eharactc- 
ristically  given.  Wc  have  a  vivid  picture  ol  the 
actual  slate  of  Russia,  in  the  agriculture  and  manu¬ 
factures  of  her  principal  distiictH,*in  contrasts  be¬ 
tween  her  nobles  and  lier  peasants,  iii  details  of  the 
actual  condition  of  her  armies  and  her  serfs,  and  in 
a  general  and  enlarged  view  of  the  whole  internal 
resources  of  her  empire.  Passing  picture.s  of 
scenery  ai’d  manners  are  also  plcjisantly  painted, 
and  It  w.ll  probably  by  many  be  thought  not  the 
least  interesting  feature  of  the  book  that  a  portion 
of  it  is  devoted  to  a  series  of  practical  and  available 
instructions  for  the  traveller,  who  would  visit  witii- 
out  nil  the  (RMialties  of  ignorance  and  ine.\pcrience 
the  scenes  it  descrihes. 

Wc  have  so  recently  observed  on  the  principal 
Mibj.;ct  matter  of  the  work  that  we  must  refrain 
from  any  extensive  extracts — diflictilt  as  it  is  to  re- 
si  it  the  privilege  wliich  would  be  thus  atlbrdc  l  us 
of  justify ing,  by  Mr  Rrcinner’s  knowledge  and  ol> 
servution,  views  that  have  always  been  advocated  in 
tnis  journal.  Wr  limit  our  extracts  to  uu  incidental 
subject  of  much  interest,  which  finds  striking  illus¬ 
tration  ill  the  course  of  the  work — the  influence  and 
services  of  Lord  Din  ham  during  his  Russian  cm- 
lussies  Mr  Bremuer  is  all  the  better  witness  on 
this  point  since  be  has  no  general  partiality  for  Lord 
Durham’s  politics,  and  went  to  Rns.sit  much  more

Hw  lordship  finding 
that  there  really  was  foul  play  in  the  matter,  resolved,  as 
the  only  likely  way  of  obtaining  justice,  to  lay  the  pa|>ers 
before  the  emperor  himself.  Nor  had  he  calculated  wrong 
in  trusting  to  his  majesty’s  high  sense  of  justice;  for,  al¬ 
though  it  is  contrary  to  his  usual  habits  to  revise  a  proceed¬ 
ing  which  has  been  heard  before  all  the  regular  trilwinals, 
yet,  solely  out  of  regard  to  Lord  Durham,  as  he  took  care  to 
state,  he  made  himself  carelully  master  of  the  whole  trans¬ 
action,  and,  in  a  few  weeks,  sent  the  overjoyed  Englishman 
an  order  for  the  full  payment  of  his  claim.

«  Xor  was  it  merely  by  procuring  favours  f<>r  indiviiluals 
that  our  late  ambassador  at  the  court  of  St  Petersburg

No  one  can 
h.Tve  mixed  much  in  society  abroad,  without  discovering  that 
ihe  mo<.|  gross  misconceptions  are  entertained,  even  by  the 
best  iiiforcned,  about  the  state  of  parties,  theypiril  ol  revo¬ 
lution,  and  the  tendency  of  recent  reforms  in  England.  Tiiey 
read  one  of  Air  O’Connell’s  letters  to  my  Lord  Somelrndy, or 
one  of  his  speeches  at  the  Corn  Exchange,  and  instantly 
take  it  tor  granted  that  the  chief  ol  Deiryuane  is  to  be  King 
of  Ireland  withia  a  week;  or  at  least,  that  hrance,  or 
Hussia,  or  the  Pope,  or  anybody  that  pleases,  has  but  to 
land  a  regiment  or  two  in  Galway  Bay,  and  all  is  oyer 
with  English  supremacy.  3'he  Green  Isle,  they  infer,  will, 
without  reluctance,  swear  allegiance  to  any  that  w  ill  have 
charity  enough  to  be  her  new  master.  Sometimes  it  is  Air 
flume  that  has  made  a  speech  about  H.»gging,  or  some  other 
military  question,  and  next  da}’,  much  to  his  own  surjirise, 
the  un warlike  orator  is  marching  at  the  head  ol  the  army, 
proclaiming  through  the  land  that  there  shall  be  ^no  mure 
kings  in  England.’ 

“  Next  time,  it  is  Sir  Robert  Peel  who  brings  about  the 
revolution  :  he  has  op|)osed  some  mea.sure  of  the  govern¬

more  loyal  clime.  •  •  •  •  •  Such  is  the  ignorance  regard¬ 
ing  Ellwand  that  prevails  un  the  continent;  and  none  was 
more  under  its  inHuence  than  the  welUinformed  Emperor 
Nichol  m.  Tile  recent  changes  in  our  institutions,  in  par¬ 
ticular,  are  not  yet  undersUHaf,  even  by  the  few  who  were 
formerly  Mell  acquainted  with  England.  The  emperor, 
therefore,  like  many  others,  was  fully  persuaded  that  we 
were  last  advancing  towards  revolution  and  anarchy;  that 
the  spirit  which  acliieved  the  Kefonu  Bill  would  not  rest, 
till  every  vestige  of  what  had  made  us  great  should  have 
treeii  swept  away.

Doctor  Severn,  whose  honest  real  and  plain-spoken 
libel ahty  on  public  questions  ore  at  all  times  much 
lo  be  commended,  has  lately,  Jt  would  seem,  been 
apjvoinled  Registrar  to  the  Medical  Society  of  Lon¬ 
don.  One  of  his  first  duties  thereu|\>n  is  to  examine 
the  library,  and  one  of  his  first  discoveries  therein  is 
a  series  of  seventeen  duodecimo  volumes  carefully 
and  legibly  written,  which  prove  to  be  genuine  (and 
very)  common-place  books  kept  by  a  reverend  gen¬ 
tleman  of  the  name  of  Ward,  and  ranging  from  1648 
to  1679.  The  discoverer’s  licart  beats  high.

proved  beyond  a  doubt,  Mr  Ward  and  some  of  hii 
friends  received  their  Master’s  degrees.  As  little 
doubt  exists  of  bis  having  been  in  London  nine 
years  afterwards  (when  the  researches  of  his  bio¬ 
grapher  next  bring  him  to  light)  and  of  his  having 
lodged  at  the  Bell,  in  Aldersgate  street,  “  to  be  near 
Barber  Chyrurgeon’s  Hall  ”  in  Monkwcll  street. 
This  indicates  a  leaning  to  physic  on  the  part  of  the' 
reverend  gentleman,  which  is  hailed  by  Doctor 
Severn  with  sundry  delighted  outbreaks  of  profes¬ 
sional  pride  —  invocations  to  the  memory  of  the 
medicine-learned  priests  of  Egypt,  to  the  first  Pto¬ 
lemy,  to  the  Alexandrian  School,  to  Hcrophilus 
and  Erasistratus. 

The  cliaracter  of  Mr  Ward  now  begins  to  unfold 
itself,  and  the  reader  is  scarcely  sorry  to  find  that 
even  a  Ward  can  have  his  weakness.  We  approach 
this  part  of  the  subject  with  delicacy,  due  not  less 
to  the  fame  of  the  illustrious  man  under  discussion 
than  to  the  interests  of  philosophy  and  truth.  It 
would  seem,  however,  that  up  to  this  period  Mr  Ward 
had  cut  no  decided  figure  iu  the  world,  and  that  hU 
tendencies  were  very  much  iu  the  way  of  his  ever 
cutting  one,  being  rather  in  favour  of  remembering 
to  do  things,  than  of  actually  doing  them.  The 
fatal  weakness  is  divulged  in  one  of  Doctor  Severn’s 
first  quotations  from  the  diary.  **  Remember,* 
saith  the  learned  diarist,  “  that  I  stndie  such  dis¬ 
eases  as  are  peculiar  to  women,  and  also  to  children, 
and  furnish  myself,  so  as  to  be  readie  att  them  when 
I  come  into  tlie  country.”  This  was  in  1661,  and 
till  1662,  he  appears  to  have  done  nothing  but  asso¬ 
ciate  with  apothecaries,  and  lay  himself  out  for  the 
procurement  of  a  double  licence  in  his  own  person 
to  cure  souls  and  physic  bodies. 

Most  interesting  is  the  mode  by  which  this  is  un- 
pressed  upon  us— in  the  next  extract  quoted  from 
the  diary.  ‘‘  Remember  that  I  doe  two  things;  1. 
Enquire  whether  a  man  may  get  of  the  Archbishop 
a  licence  to  practise  per  totam  Angliam;  2.  Enquire 
for  the  upothecarie  att  the  old  stairs,  Wapping,  or 
Blackwall.”  Another  note  of  the  same  month  oflcf* 
additional  evidence  of  interest  to  the  same  point. 
”  I  was  at  Waltham  Abbey  and  Kingston-upon- 
Thames,”  he  records,”  to  enquire  after  a  settlement, 
but  all  to  no  purpose.  Dr  Bates  lives  at  a  country 
house  near  Kingston -upon-Thames.  I  saw  ^ 
thecarie  making  a  syrup  of  snailes  for  a  fricM^ 
patient  of  Dr  Bates  his ;  some  part  of  itt  would  iw 
passe  through  a  philtre,  though  extreme  poroas.B®® 
(the  a|)othecarie)  showed  mee  a  piece  of  bot^ 
taken  by  trepan  out  of  the  skull  of  a  man  ; 
a  very  ingenious  man,  and  used  me  very  civilly. 

At  this  point  Doctor  Severn  pauses,  in  aflcctiou^ 
admiration.  ”  There  is,”  he  remarks,  “  an

But  the  great  crisis  of  Mr.  Ward’s  career  now 
approaches.  He  has  resolvetl  to  appear  before  the 
JJerW  as  an  author— no  longer  to  hide  under  a 
bushel  the  light  of  his  philoscphical  genius— but  to 
fpeok  forth  in  a  loud  and  public  voice,  to  the  listen¬ 
ing  notions.  In  the  year  1604  the  following  entry 
M  discovered  in  his  diary.  ‘‘  liemeniber  that  I  make 
a  comparison  betwixt  the  bodie  of  man  and  the 
world,  and  the  actions  and  properties  of  either,  and 
iff  I  briwj  itt  to  anis  heady  to  print  itt.**  Alas  for 
the  human  purjKiscs  of  the  wisest  among  us  mortals! 
The  insicnioiis  and  novel  comparison  never  seems 
to  have  been  brought  to  the  necessary  head.  No 
record  of  the  publication  remains.  All  that  is  left 
to  us  is  to  claim  some  little  share  of  Doctor 
Severn’s  untiring  enthusiasm — to  speculate  on  the 
probability  that  “  it  would  have  been  learned, 
philosoj)hical,  and  amusing”— and  to  indulge  the 
pleuttaiU  fancy  that  “  should  the  manuscript  be  dis¬ 
covered  at  the  present  day,  it  would  be  highly  inte¬ 


resting. 


The  Reverend  John  Ward,  it  is  gratifying  to 
ascertain,  lived  seventeen  years  beyond  lliis  date. 
“  Mr  Ward’s  successor,”  observes  Doctor  Severn, 
“the  very  venerable  and  reverend  vicar  of  Stratford- 
unon-Avon,  Dr  James  Davenport,  in  a  letter  dated 
November  8th,  1838,  for  which  I  owe  him  most  sin¬ 
cere  thanks,  has  kindly  forwarded  me  the  date  of 
Mr  Ward’s  funeral,  which  is  1681,  September  13th.” 
Such  are  the  dates  which  mark  the  passage  of  the 
world!  Another  slight  extract  from  the  diary  will 
show  the  geiuTal  character  of  his  studies  and  occu¬ 
pations  during  these  seventeen  years,  and  will  prove 
that  though  circumstances  withheld  their  great  re¬ 
sults  from  society,  not  the  less  did  the  Reverend 
John  Ward  pursue  his  iindcviating  course  of  philo¬ 
sophical  experiment  and  learned  speculation.  “  He- 
member  to  hire  .some  fellow  or  other  to  have  a 
caustic  made  upon  him,  that  1  may  see  the  manner 
of  ills  operation.” 

Having  coinnicmorated  the  iiudancholy  fact  of 
the  funeral,  and  observed  ou  the  minute  and  touching 
rircurastunce  that  Mr  VV’ard’s  hand-writing  appears  to 
have  altered  with  the  progress  of  years.  Doctor 
Severn  proceeds  to  say  that  “  Mr  VV’ard  died  at  the 
a^e  of  fifty-two,  on  the  7th  of  September,  1681,  and 
was  buried  near  the  north  wall  of  the  church  at 
Stratford-upon-Avon.”  He  mentions  neither  wife 
nor  children  in  Iiis  will,  and  therefore  “  the  presumj)- 
tion  is  that  he  died  without  leaving  either.”  So  bides 
and  languishes,  grows  dim  and  dies,  all  that  the 
world  is  proud  of — and  so  ends  our  slight  sketch  of 
this  new  and  important  contribution  to  English  bio¬ 
graphical  literature.  We  now  take  pity  on  the  reader’s 
intense  condition  of^anxious  curiosiiy,  and  proceed 
to  show  the  character  and  contents  of  the  Great  Diary 
Itself,  which  is  destined  to  fix  posterity  into  a  con¬ 
tinued  and  grateful  gaze  at  the  name  and  memory 
of  the  Reverend  Vicar  Ward. 

^kis  purpose  we  pass  six  ingenious  Essays  on 
Snakipeare — his  Name,  his  Youth,  his  Prospects, 
his  Last  Illness  and  Death,  his  Marriage  Licence 
Rond,  and  his  Friends  —  which  stand  upon  the 
threshold  of  the  said  Diary  by  way  of  intensifying  the 
introduction  to  wonders  that  are  there  to  be  disclosed 
^and  plunge  at  once  into  the  medias  res  of  the 
roatter  by  a  few  brief  extracts  that  shall  express 
•Dore  forcibly  than  any  description  of  ours  the  very 
pith  and  marrow  of  it  all.

A  Quaker 
debtor  replierl  to  Ids  creditor,  ‘’Tisrevcald  to  mee  that  I 
owe  thee  nothing.’  ” 

Or  this — 

“  One  Mr  Culler,  of  our  house,  when  hee  was  allinost 
drunk,  used  to  say,  *  Now,  gentlemen,  wee  beginne  to  come 
to  ourselves.”* 

One  more  — 

“  A  judge  that  used  to  lay  his  hand  upon  his  ear  when  hee 
heard  a  cause,  and  being  askt  the  reason  of  itt,  said,  that 
hee  reserveri  the  other  Idr  theop{x)site  party.” 

The  lawyers,  we  may  remark,  are  no  favourites 
with  the  ”  learned  diarist.”  He  has  a  heavy  hit 
against  them  now  and  then. 

“  One  said  of  lawyers,  that  the  reason  why  so  few  of  them 
come  to  church  to  hear  the  assiae  sermon  is,  because  they 
are  taking  instructions  in  their  chambers.” 

Nor  do  the  parsons  come  oft’  invariably  with  flving 
colours.  We  find  this  tiotc,  for  cxamjile,  about  a 
certain  parson  Philpot,  which  renders  it  incumbent 
on  us  to  state  that,  in  transferring  it  to  our  columns, 
we  mean  no  oftence  in  the  worhl  to  the  clergy  of 
the  diocese  of  Exeter. 

“  I  have  heard  of  par.<ron  Philpot,  th^t  hee  would  have  n 
consort  of  hogges,  and  whenne  lice  would  have  them  sing 
hee  kept  them  hungry,  and  set  their  trebles  and  bases  in 
their  several  ranks  and  orders.” 

Two  more  parsons  of  a  different  cast  arc  not  less 
pleasantly  referred  to — 

“  Hooker,  the  New  England  man,  once  said  to  .Mr  Simon 


who  lives  in  Great  Allie  street,  abont  hbist  Smithfield  ;  hee 
was  operator  to  Sir  Walter  H.rwly  twelve  years  whilst  heo 
was  in  the  Tower;  hee  told  me  manie  things  of  Sir 
Walter.”  ^ 

Anothtr  person  would  have  set  all  these  things 
down — Mr  W’ard  says  no  more  about  them.  Rut 
ilcpnul  on’t  he  ha-s  the  best  of  all  reasons  for  his 
sagacious  silence,  and  that  some  future  Doctor 
Severn  is  sure  to  discover  them. 

(irophic  and  instructive,  if  not  very  novel,  is  the 
mention  of  Sir  Edivard  Coke’s  death-bed — 


“  My  I.ord  Cwk,  the  lawyer,  when  hea  was  dying,  nsed 
frequently  this  speech,  *  Thy  kingdom  come,  thy  will  be 
done.’  ” 


Briefer  still,  ami,  notwithstanding  the  editorial  note 
appended,  by  no  means  so  likely  or  authentic,  the 
learned  vicar’s  nlliisioii  to  Milton — an  allusion  to 
which  the  ingenious  Mr  Rurchell  should  supply  the 
only  appropriate  comment. 


*'  Lambert,  «  Papist  this  tliiitie  yeer,  and  .John  Milton,  a 
frequonirr  of  u  cluub  of  Papists.” 


Ash,  who  wAs  to  preach  before  him,  ‘  Sym,*  says  he,  ‘  let 
itt  hee  hot.*  Hee  meant  zsalous.” 


In  other  entries  of  the  Diary  we  observe  a  mix- 
hire  of  fact,  philosophy,  and  humour,  that  is  full  of 
instruction  for  those  who  may  happen  to  regard  it 
wisely.  For  example — 


“Our  English  proverb  wliich  expresses  women’s  lying-in, 
by  being  in  the  straw,  argues  that  feather  beds  are  not 


Again — 

“  I  have  heard  this  to  be  a  certain  truth,  that  women  that 
have  blew  li|>s  are  allways  scolds.  Mr  Ood  heard  this  att 
I  .omion.” 

The  fact  ami  the  humour  appear  now  and  then 
witli  no  particular  admixture  of  the  philosophy.  As 
here — 


“  Northamptonshire  wants  three  fs ;  that  is,  fish,  low), 
and  fuel.” 


And  in  other  cases  we  see  I  he  fact  and  philosophy 
without  a  particle  of  the  humour.  Tlie  amiable 
vicar  thus  refers,  for  instance,  to  the  tricks  of  pub¬ 
lishers  in  his  day — 

“  In  printing  books,  tirs  metliorl  for  the  copies  in  the  first 
impression  ;  they  give  the  anthor  2tH)  copies  att  hnlf  the 
price,  that  they  may  bee  sure  to  have  some  taken  of! ;  the 
second  edition  they  give  him  intirely  one  in  ten.” 

Tricks  of  this  sort  arc  for  no  particular  age,  hut  for 
all  time.  They  illustrate  and  enforce  an  old,  an 
universal,  a  very  natural,  and  a  most  enduring 
antipathy  1 

Mr  Ward’s  surmises  are  now  ami  tlien  remark¬ 
able  for  their  ingenuity.  One  would  scarcely  have 
thought  this — 

“  A  golden  helmet  dug  up  at  Hnriaxton,  in  Lancashire, 
about  seven  score  years  ago,  conceived  to  be  *ome  eminent 
Homan  a.** 

Or  this — 

“  Some  think  Sampson  and  Hercules  to  liee  the  very  same 
person.” 

We  close  these  miscellaneous  samples  of  the  il¬ 
lustrious  vicar’s  Diary  with  specimens  of  its  more 
serious  value. 

“  An  ounce  of  mirth  with  the  same  degree  of  grace,  will 
serve  God  more,  and  more  acceptably,  than  a  |>ound  of 


The  poet  Spenser  may  have  said  something  very 
like  that,  hut  the  Same  Idea  is  the  natural  and 


common  property  of  the  Great.  It  is  quite  certain 
that  Mr  Ward  is  original  in  what  follows. 


“  The  way  to  cause  a  cliild  or  growne  |>ers«)n  to  open  the 
mouth  which  is  unwilling,  is  but  to  Mop  the  n»)se  with  yoni 
fingers,  and  then  hee  must  open  hit  mouth  tor  breath.” 

Possibly  the  reader  has  now  become  anxious  to  hear 
of  the  philosophers,  the  |K>ets,  the  physicians,  the 
great  historical  events,  commemorated  in  this  great 
work — and  which  arc  described  to  have  leapt  into 
the  mind  of  Doctor  Severn  when  his  eye  first  rested 
on  its  pages.  We  hasten  to  gratify  and  indulge  a 
curiosity  at  once  so  laiuluhle  and  so  natural. 

First  for  Shakspeare’s  friends. 

“  Edmund  Allinc,  a  stage  player,  founded  the  College  of 
Dulwich.” 

The  striking  authenticity  of  this  information  will 
probably  make  amends  for  its  scantiness.  Nor  less 
dccidetlly  authentic,  whatever  its  other  merits  may 
be,  is  the  following — 

“  Fletcher,  who  wrote  the  playe,  waa  a  Northamptonahirc 
man  ;  hie  father  was  dean  of  Peterborough.” 

It  won't  do  to  l»e  satirical  about  all  this.  Let  us 
remember  how  miuh  more  one  man  may  say  who 
says  nothing,  thau  another  who  talks  from  ii^ru  to 
dewy  eve.

('romwell  figures,  too,  among  the  ininiatiircs  by  this 
celebrated  hand — 

“  I  have  heard  that  the  I’roteclor  should  promise  Dr 
l.amhcrt  OIbcNton,  thnt  no  man  should  take  away  his  living; 
80  heo  divided  itt  amongst  two.” 

And  talking  of  miniatures,  the  famous  Cooper  is, 
we  regret  to  say,  somewhat  scurvily  alluded  to — 

“  Miniature  is  a  small  wnv  of  painting  by  leaden  |>encil«, 
drawing  faces  in  little  ;  ill  'is  (lecnlinr  to  Englantl,  and  men 
famous  in  itt  of  late  were  I  snack  Oliver,  then  one  Iluakins, 
and  lastly,  now  living,  one  Cooper,  or  such  u  name.” 

The  great  and  unfortunate  Lord  Straftonl  is  elabo¬ 
rate!  v  sketched — 

“  It  is  said  of  my  Lord  of  Strafford,  that  hee  could  not 
have  lived  six  months  longer  if  hee  ha<l  nut  been  beheaded; 
so  said  the  physitiuns  that  tqiened  him.” 

The  professional  career  of  the  two  most  eminent 
lawyers  of  ihc  day  is  thus,  with  a  curious  and  in¬ 
structive  particularity,  dwelt  upon — 

“  1  have  heard  that  Leeliniore  hath  cleerd  ilOO  |K)und  in  a 
circuit,  and  Serjeant  Maynard  6tK).” 

And,  in  amusing  colours,  we  here  behold  the  Mur- 
phy  of  two  centuries  ago — 

“  1  have  lienrd  a  slorie  of  Vincent  Wing,  the  astrologer; 
hee  was  luett  by  an  ncrpiaintance  of  bis  going  to  L«ttuion, 
without  his  boots,  on  liorsebacke ;  one  .Mr  Lane  meeting 
liiin,  and  asks  him  why  heo  did  so?  but  hee  replied  hee  waa 
sure  itt  would  not  raine  ;  hut  ere  heo  was  got  a  mile  or  two, 
itt  fell  a  raining  with  much  feircenes,  and  so  continued  u 
week.” 

The  last  (|uolation  we  shall  make  from  this  por¬ 
tion  of  the  work — purporting  to  he  nu  entry  of  the 
“diary” — we  confcs.s  we  are  utterly  at  a  loss  t<» 
comprehend — 

Dr  Barrow,  who  wns  Hishiqr  of  Man,  and  is  like  to  bee 
of  Asaph,  is  said  to  bee  the  author  of  the  *  Whole  Dutie  of 
.Mail,’  and  other  pieces  usually  ascrihed  to  Sterne.” 

But  SiiAKspK.VRi: !  cries  the  still  Impatient  aiul 
most  exacting  reader — What  about  ShakspeareV 
The  diary  was  discovered  —  tlie  pedigree  of  Vicar 
Ward  was  siarchtd  —  his  memoir  was  written  — 
this  large  hook  was  published — all  for  Shakspcarc’s 
sake!  and  yet  you  lisve  not  even  attemnted  to  give 
IIS  the  faintest  notion  of  what  the  8hukspeui'iau 
revelation  is ! 

Tw’o  short  paragraphs  include  all.  The  first  \ve 
take  first — 

“  I  have  heard  that  Mr  Shaksjienre  was  a  natural  wit, 
without  any  ait  at  all;  lioe  frequented  the  plays  all  liia 
younger  time,  hut  in  his  elder  days  lived  at  Stratford,  and 
supplied  the  stage  with  two  plays  every  yenr,  and  for  itt  had 
iin  allowance  so  large,  that  liee  8|)ent  att  the  rate  ot  l,0tH)/. 
a-yeur,  as  1  have  heard.” 

There  is  nothing  new  in  this,  however,  save  one 
thing,  which  is  easily  shown  to  be  false.  'The 
income  named  is  evidently  exaggerated  (a  natural 
thing  for  the  poet’s  townsmen  to  do),  and  its  men¬ 
tion  simply  corroborates  what  was  well  known 
before,  that  Shakspeare  died  the  owner  and  occu¬ 
pant  of  the  largest  and  best  house  (if  not  himself 
the  richest  man)  in  his  native  town  of  Stratford- 
on-Avon.  The  really  new  point  of  the  passage  is, 
as  we  have  said,  utterly  incredible,  il  it  is 
so  rcnil  ns  to  convey  tlie  notion  that  8huk- 
speare  after  his  retreat  to  Slrathird  continued 
to  supply  the  London  stage  with  two  plays  a  year. 
It  is  established  beyond  a  doubt,  that  he  wrote  no 
new  filays  that  were  acted  after,  his  final  departure 
from  I.ondon— and  it  may  he  proved  us  indisputably 
that  stage  property  in  London  liecame  grievously  de¬ 
teriorated  in  consequence.  John  Chamberlain,  writing 
to  Sir  Dudley  Caricton  in  1615,  only  two  years  after 
the  divine  poet’s  retirement,  describes  the  plays  then 
performing  as  “  such  poor  stuff  that  instead  of  de¬ 
light,  they  ftend  the  auditors  away  with  discontent. 
—  Indeed,”  he  continues,  “  our  poets’  brains  and 
inventions  are  grown  very  dry,  insomuch  that  of 
five  new  plays,  there  Js  not  one  that  pleases,  and 
therefore  they  are  driven  to  furbish  over  their  old, 
which  stand  them  in  best  stead  and  bring  them  most 
profit.”  We  may  well  imagine  Shakspeare  smiling 
If  be  heard  this,  sitting  in  his  quiet  retirement  on  tho 
bonks  of  the  Avon  !

Thankful  by  anticipation  to  the  amiable  and  accom¬ 
plished  vicar  for  hia  just  and  manly  vindication  of  the 
U-t  against  the  divine,  we  sought  everywhere  for 
Mr  Ward’s  criticism.  It  was  nowhere  to  be  s^n. 
We  began  to  think  that  Dr  Severn  had  kept  it  alto¬ 
gether  to  himself,  when  suddenly  we  stumbled  upon 
it  in  an  unexpected  shape  —

Terse.l  in  them,  that  I  may  m.t  bee  ignorant  in  that  matter. 

«  Whether  Dr  Heylin  does  well,  in  reckoning  up  the 
dramstick  poets  which  have  been  famous  in  England,  to  omit 
Bhakesfieare.” 

It  is  clear  from  this  that  the  “  learned  diarist”  had 
not  even  read  Sh.iks[)eare  at  the  time.  It  is  more¬ 
over  clear  that  the  |K>et‘8  townsmen  talked  of  him 
now  and  then,  and  that  the  new  vicar,  if  he  ever 
managed  to  read  his  plays,  was  induced  to  do  it  as 
a  matter  of  good  breeding  only.  We  have  certainl^y 
no  evidence  in  proof  that  he  even  did  that.  We 
know  that  he  lived  in  Stratford  seventeen  years,  and 
filled  seventeen  volumes  of  mortal  manuscripts  with 
diaries  and  commonplacings,  and  Doctor  Severn  has 
made  the  additional  discovery  that  under  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  he  has  mentioned  Shakspeare’s  name 
“  tu'ice  or  thrice  Yet  one  of  the  poet’s  daughters 
\^iis  living  at  Stratford  during  the  earlier  years  of 
the  vicar’s  residence,  and  there  the  poet’s  grand¬ 
daughter  lived  till  the  year  1670!  Such  are  the 
golden  op(K)rlunities  lost  beyond  a  power  or  pos¬ 
sibility  of  rceal. 

We  close  the  volume  with  no  want  of  respect  for 
Doctor  Severn’s  zeal  and  cleverness,  but  with  a  wish 
that,  in  the  pre*«ent  instance,  they  had  been  placed 
under  more  judicious  control.

Innallv  unnatural  forms;  and  the  result  is  something 
S  as  repulsive  as  Swift’s  “Most  frightful,  hideous 
face.”  This  failure  is  the  more  provoking,  insomuch  as 
the  artist  in  the  grade  immediately  above  them,  is  gene¬ 
rally  entirely  neglectful  of  their  objects  ;  and  usually  de- 
Sett  the  female  face  and  figure  with  a  heavy  uncouth- 
Dfssand  rusticity  which  are  infinitely  unattractive.  The 
consequence  of  this  false  taste  in  the  one  class,  and  of 
the  utter  want  of  refinement  and  elegance  in  the  other,  is, 
that  we  scarcely  ever  see  the  beau  texe  suitably  repre¬ 
sented,  except  in  the  pictures  of  artists  of  education,  con¬ 
versance  with  society,  and  high  professional  abilities.^ 

We  express  our  opinions  thus  unreservedly  with  regard 
to  this  meretricious  school  of  art,  because  we  conceive 
that  its  amendment  is  dependent  upon  its  own  volition. 
None  of  its  members  are  wholly  destitute  of  abilities : 
and  if  they  would  but  properly  cultivate  and  direct  them, 
we  have  little  doubt  but  that  many  of  them  would  become 
very  pleasing  artists.  Several  years  ago,  we  remember 
seeing  a  drawing  by  Miss  Sharpe,  which  we  thought  ex¬ 
ceedingly  clever ;  and  Mr  Parris  has  executed  things  not 
devoid  of  merit.  In  the  present  exhibition,  one  of  the 
Misses  Corbeaux  has  a  female  head  with  a  very  pretty  ex¬ 
pression;  and  Mr  E.  Corbould  has  occasionally  displayed 
ability.  Tht  Agtof  Tastt  is  a  free  and  humorous  draw, 
iot'  by  this  artist ;  and  one  other  of  his  numerous  pro- 
dictions,  Mary  the  Maid  of  the  Inn,  is  a  graceful  skeich, 
which,  though  really  counterfeit,  does  not  unpleasantly 
betray  the  stamp  of  the  mint  from  which  it  emanates. 
Mr  Corbould  is  very  defective ;  but  he  has  evidently  been 
badly  educated,  and  his  industry  excites  our  interest. 
We  will  therefore  advise  him  to  turn  to  the  contemplation 
of  nature,  and  forget  his  contemporaries.  Let  him  fur 
the  future  trust  to  his  eyes,  and  abjure  his  recollections. 
Above  all,  let  him  and  all  his  brethren  in  error,  discard 
their  exaggerated  estimations  of  the  value  of  costume  ; 
and  believe  that  their  personages  should  not  be  considered 
as  mere  vehicles  for  the  display  of  it.  In  fine,  let  them  be 
assured  that  a  variety  of  attire  only  renders  more  conspic¬ 
uous  a  lanu'xrst  of  humanity:  and  that  a  multiplication 
of  attitudes  and  positions  does  not  conceal  sterility  of 
ioveniion,  or  disguise  identity  of  form  and  feature. 

How  we  should  rejoice  to  be  endowed  with  the  power 
of  administering  an  oath  of  prohibition  to  these  delin-  | 
quents  !

The  architecture,  the  f^niture, 
the  attire,  the  demeanour  and  the  physiognomy,  al! 
breathe  of  the  period,  and  scene  intended  to  be  expressed. 
So  entirely  and  consistently  is  verisimilitude  regarded,  that 
one  may  gaze  upon  it,  unUl  he  may  almost  Isncy  that  he 
has  witnessed  a  consultation  of  the  magistrates,  the 
clergy,  and  the  chiefs  of  the  company  of  arquebnsiers 
concerning  the  best  mode  of  defending  their  town  from  the 
threatened  assault  of  Gaston,  Duke  of  Orleans.  This 
excellent  picture  has  been  sold  for  the  sum  of  eighty 
guineas  :  henceforth  let  no  engraver  imagine  that  he  is 
the  only  artist  whose  talents  and  labour  are  insuthcieutly 
requited.

IIOUSK  OK  LOHDS. 

Monday,  April  2*2. 

Committee  on  liiisii  Crime. — The  Earl  of  Radnor 
saw  in  a  newspaper,  on  Saturday  morning,  that  he  had 
on  the  precedingevening  been  appointed  on  the  committee 
to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  crime  in  Ireland.  He  begged 
leave  to  move,  as  he  did  not  approve  of  the  appointment 
of  that  committee,  that  he  should  be  discharged  from  all 
attendance  on  it. — The  Earl  of  Rodcn  moved  that  the 
Earl  of  Stradbroke  be  appointed  on  the  committee  in 
place  of  the  Earl  of  Radnor. — Ordered. 

Liberty  ok  the  Rrkss  in  Malta. — Lord  Lyndhurst 
asked  Lord  Brougham  whether  it  was  his  intention  to  sub¬ 
mit  any  motion  to  the  house  on  the  subject  of  the  law  of 
libel  in  Malta  1 — Lord  Brougham  said,  it  was  his  wish 
to  delay  a  week  from  that  time  for  the  purpose  of  ascer¬ 
taining  whether  the  government  intended  to  withdraw  so 
monstrous  an  otdinance.  lie  should  to-morrow  week 
bring  forward  the  subject,  if  the  ordinance  were  not  re- 

fiealed  before  that  lime. —  The  Marquis  of  Xormanhy 
aid  on  the  table  a  copy  of  the  oidinance  alluded  to. — 
I'he  Earl  of  Riimin  gave  notice,  that  lie  would  on  a 
future  occasion  call  the  attention  of  their  lordships  to  cer¬ 
tain  other  results  arising  from  the  report  of  the  Maltese 
commissioners,  as  those  results  operated  on  individuals 
in  the  island  of  Malta. 

Metropolitan  Police. — Lord  Brocoham  had  been 
intrusted  with  several  petitions  on  the  subject  of  the  Me¬ 
tropolitan  Police  Bill.  He  understood  that  the  first  14 
clauses  of  the  bill  had  been  abandoned,  and  he  wished  to 
learn  from  the  noble  lord  at  the  head  of  the  government 
whether  an  abandonment  of  the  whole  bill  was  intended  ] 
—Viscount  Mei  BOURNE  :  No. 

Dean  or  Exeter,  &c..  Appointment  Bill. — Lord 
Melbourne  observed,  that  the  amendments  made  by  the 
Commons  in  the  Fcclesiasiical  Appointments  8us|>en- 
sion  Act  in  Part  Repeal  Bill,  were  of  a  nature  such  as 
would  make  it  more  consonant  with  their  lordships’  prac¬ 
tice  to  have  a  new  bill  introduced  than  that  they  should 
pass  the  measure  then  on  their  table  in  the  form  in  which 
It  at  present  stood,  l  lie  object  of  the  present  bill  was 
to  enable  the  dean  to  be  appointed,  and  for  that  purpose 
It  became  necessary  to  authorise  the  appointment,  as  a 
canon  residentiaiy  and  prebendary,  of  the  individual  on 
whom  it  was  intended  to  bestow  the  office  of  dean. — The 
bill  was  committed  and  agreed  to  without  an  amendment. 
Thursday,  April  *25. 

Turkey  and  Egypt. — l^ord  BHOuniiAM  inquired  what 
course  of  policy  her  Majesty’s  ministers  intended  to  pur¬ 
sue  with  respect  to  any  dispute  that  m'ght  arise  between 
the  Sublime  Porte  and  Meliemei  Ali,  the  Pasha  of  Egypt  1 
— Lord  Melbourne  said  there  was  not  the  smallest  alte 
ration  in  the  policy  of  her  Majesty’s  government  with 
reference  to  this  question.  I'rue  it  was  that  some  officers 
bad  gone  out  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  Turkish 
navy,  but,  owing  to  some  misundersianding,  they  had  no 
yet  entered  the  Sultan’s  service,  but  remained  unemployed 
at  Constantinople.  This  country  still  continued  com¬ 
pletely  neutral,  aud  nothing  whatsoever  had  been  done  in 
contradiction  to  the  line  of  policy  which  he  had  declared 
on  a  former  occasion.  'I'he  policy  of  governmen*  still  re¬ 
mained  precisely  the  same,  and  he  was  happy  to  say  that 
they  had  received  from  all  their  allies  the  most  distinct 
and  explicit  declarations  that  they  meant  to  adhere  to  the 
same  neutral  course  of  policy,  and  that  they  would  use  all 
the  means  in  their  power  to  prevent  hostilities  taking  place 
between  these  two  parties.  He  thought  it  right  to  state 
that  lier  Majesty’s  representative  at  the  Turkish  court  had 
received  the  most  distinct  and  positive  instiuctions  to 
use  his  best  efforts,  in  conjunction  with  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  other  powers,  to  preserve  peace  in  that  part  of  the 
world. 

Friday,  April  26. 

Newfounulawd.— '1  he  Earl  of  Aueudeen,  in  pre¬ 
senting  a  petition  from  Newfoundland,  stated  that  that 
province,  although  of  such  vast  imporunce  to  the  British 
empire,  was  now,  in  consequence  of  the  measures  adopted 
for  its  domestic  and  internal  legislature,  in  so  wretched  a 
state  as  to  demand  an  immediate  and  sp^y  remedy.  Last 
year  he  had  presented  a  petition  to  their  lordshim,  signed 
by  all  the  persons  of  property  and  rcspecubility  of  St 
Georga’s,  in  which  they  detailed  their  sufferings  and  set 
forth  their  coinplainu.  stating  that  ilte  grievances  under 
which  they  laboured  were  perlectly  intolerable.  The  noble 
lord  who  then  presided  over  the  colonial  department  ad¬ 
mitted  the  correctness  of  the  statements  made,  and  held 
out  hopes  of  relief;  but  from  that  time  to  this  nothing 
whatever  had  been  done,  and  the  grievances  of  the  colonistt 
had  become  considerably  aggravated.  'The  petition  wh^ 
he  hod  now  to  present  prayed  for  the  abolition  of  the  oolo- 
ictfiiljUurc  in  tluU  proviDoc*  Xhii^  do 

doubtTwas  a  startiing  psopositioii,  aiMl  the  drcumstaocts 
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seek  to  repudiate  the  charter  of  their  hberties.  He  did 
not  say  tliat  he  was  prepared  at  once  to  support  this  prayer, 
but  he  certainly  thought  that  ample  grounds  were  stated 
to  induce  parliament  to  institute  an  inquiry  into  the  sub¬ 
ject  ;  for,  as  to  the  government,  he  was  compelled  to 
admit,  though  he  meant  no  offence  in  saying  if,  that  he  ex- 
^>ected  no  remedy  from  them.  The  petitioners  complained 
in  express  terms  of  Uie  character  and  proceedings  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  of  Newfoundland,  of  their  tyrannical 
and  oppressive  conduct,  of  their  illegal  assumption  of  the 
supreme  powers  of  the  State,  of  tlieir  constant  and  capri¬ 
cious  appropriation  of  the  public  revenue,  of  their  unjust 
partition  among  tliemselves  and  families  of  the  public  funds 
of  the  adony,  and  of  the  base  composition  of  the  House  of 
Assembly  itself,  and  the  disgraceful  character  of  its  pro¬ 
ceedings,  which  were  entirely  calculated  to  bring  it  mto 
univer^  and  deserved  contempt.  He  had  reason  to  feel 
sure  that  all  the  allegations  of  the  petitioners  could  bo 
amply  proved,  and  that  satisfactory  evidence  to  substantiate 
them  was  in  Utis  country  at  this  moment,  and  a  great  per* 
tion  of  it  in  the  ('olonial-officc  itself.  Having  entered  into 
a  statement  of  considerable  detail  in  support  of  the  allega¬ 
tions  contained  in  the  petition,  the  noble  carl  concluded  by 
stating  that  he  was  not  prepared  exactly  to  agree  to  grant 
all  that  the  petitioners  prayed  for;  but  it  was  clear  that  some 
remeily  ought  to  be  applied  to  the  evils  under  which  the  co¬ 
lony  sutlereil ;  he  was  not  preparetl  to  state  what  these  should 
be,  but  he  trusted  that  the  subject  would  be  properly  inves¬ 
tigated  with  tlie  view  of  adopting  some  reined 'al  measure.— 
The  Marquis  of  .NouMANiiV  did  not  think  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  follow  the  noble  earl  through  the  various  details  of 
the  petition,  and  more  es|)eci<illy  as  the  noble  earl  stated 
that  he  did  not  ciitirely  concur  in  the  prayer  of  the  peti¬ 
tion.  With  respect  to  the  House  of  Assembly  of  New¬ 
foundland  he  felt  bound  to  state  that,  during  his  short 
experience  in  his  present  office,  he  bad  seen  enough  to  say 
tliat  he  did  nut  think  that  it  would  be  possible  fur  him  to 
justify  all  the  acts  of  tliat  body  (a  laugh  ;)  at  the  same 
time  it  was  only  justice  to  state  that  there  were  two  stories, 
and  many  of  the  allegations  in  the  petition,  and  the  com¬ 
plaints  that  were  made  by  his  noble  friend,  were  denied  by 
persons  in  this  country  connected  with  the  House  of  As¬ 
sembly,  and  they  stated  that  they  were  ready  to  disprove 
them  if  an  op|H)rtunity  were  ufibrdcii.  In  the  present 
state  of  tilings  he  had  written  to  the  Governor  or  New¬ 
foundland  to  make  inquiry  into  the  romplaints  made 
on  both  sides,  and  the  grievances  that  were  urged,  and 
to  make  a  report  on  the  subject  to  the  Colonial  Office. 
When  he  had  obtained  the  information  contained  in 
this  report,  he  should  be  prepared  to  state  to  the  house 
the  views  of  her  Majesty’s  government  on  the  subject. 
He  felt  bound  to  state,  however,  that  he  had  not  yet  found 
sufficient  reasons  in  any  communications  that  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  governor,  to  justify  him  in  recommending 
the  adoption  of  the  extreme  reinerly  alluded  to  by  his  noble 
friend  and  the  petitioners.  All  that  he  could  further  say 
was  that  the  matter  had  engaged  his  attention,  that  he  was 
in  communication  with  tlie  governor  of  the  colony,  and 
that  he  was  not  at  present  prepared  to  say  that  a  parlia¬ 
mentary  inquiry  was  necessary. —  The  Earl  of  Di'Hiiam 
had  been  entrusted  with  a  |K‘tiiion  directly  impuguing  the 
stau'tnents  made  in  that  presented  by  Uie  noble  earl.  It 
was  a  petition  sent  to  him  by  the  speaker  of  the  House  of 
Assembly,  and  was  sigiieil  by  2,736  persons,  including 
the  clergy,  magistrates,  merchants  and  others  residing  in 
the  colony.  This  petition  represented  that  there  was  no 
truth  in  the  statements  which  affirmed  the  colony  to  be 
disorganized  or  disturbetl ;  but  they  stated  that  tlieir 
ioyalty  and  devotion  to  the  mother  country  might  be  relied 
on  at  all  times.  After  a  few  words  from  the  Earl  of 
Kii'UN  and  Lord  Brouuham,  the  petition  was  laid  oa 
the  trble 

Discharge  or  Puisioneks  by  Proclamation. 
— On  the  motion  of  the  Duke  of  Uichmoud,  a  return  was 
ordered  “  of  all  prisoners  fur  trial  in  the  difiereiit  gaols 
and  houses  of  correction  in  England  and  Wales,  at  assiEet 
during  the  last  year,  but  who  were  not  inserted  in  the 
calendar  ;  specifying  their  uttences,  and  also  whether  any, 
and  wiiiclt  of  them,  were  discharged  by  proclaiiiation.”

Monday,  April  '22. 

A  new  writ  was  ordered  for  Leith,  in  the  room  of  the 
right  hon.  J.  A.  Murray,  lord  advocate  of  Scotland, 
who  hag  accepted  the  office  of  judge  of  the  supreme  court 
of  Scotlaud. 

Jamaica  Government  Bii.l. — After  a  short  discussion 
as  to  the  most  convenient  and  most  pioper  course  of  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  respect  to  this  bill,  it  was  determiued,  by  the 
consent  of  all  parties,  that  it  should  be  read  asRcond  time 
without  discussion,  aud  that  counsel  should  then  be 
called  in  and  heard.  'The  bill  was  accordingly  read  a 
second  time ;  aud,  on  the  question  that  it  be  commuted, 
counsel  were  introduced,  Mr  Burge  appearing  for  the 
House  of  Assembly,  and  Mr  Serjeant  Mereweiher  fur  the 
people  of  Jamaica.  Mr  Burge  immediately  commenced 
his  address,  and  continued  his  arguments  against  the  bill 
until  half.past  twelve  o'clock,  when  the  house  adjourned.

It  was  not, 
however,  to  be  wondered  at  that  so  much  laxity  did  pre- 
vail,  when  it  was  considered  that  the  persons  of  whom 
such  committees  were  generally  composed  had  some  iot^ 
rest  in  the  arrangements,  while  scarcely  anyone  was  found, 
even  in  the  house  itself,  to  consult  the  nghu  and  interests 
of  the  poorer  classes.

culated  to  keep  them  in  the  service,  and  to  keep  the  officers 
contented,  and  the  whole  of  the  crews  in  such  a  state  as 
to  be  fit  for  service  when  required.  Seamen  could  not 
learn  their  duties  in  ships  which  were  not  sufficiently 
manned.  There  must  be  an  efficient  ship’s  company, 
in  order  that  the  seamen  might  learn  the  duties  of  a  ship, 
and  what  they  should  do  in  time  of  war.  He  knew  well 
that  owing  to  the  present  system  the  officers  of  the  navy 
were  discontented,  and  it  was  important  that  they  should 
not  be  so.  The  private  seaman  of  this  country  was  a 
person  not  easy  to  be  obtained  ;  and  when  they  had  got 
him,  he  was  of  that  sort  of  value  they  ought  to  do  any¬ 
thing  to  retain  him  in  the  service.  A  great  deal  had  been 
said  about  the  efficiency  of  the  navy,  and  about  the  ships 
and  stores.  He  did  not  think  that  ships  and  stores  were 
matters  of  such  primary  importance  to  the  navy,  lake 
the  worst  ships  of  the  navy,  and  let  them  be  pro¬ 
perly  manned,  and  if  these  ships  were  placed^  in 
competition  with  the  best  and  most  splendid  ships, 
built  and  manned  as  they  now  were,  the  latter  would 
not  be  able  to  cope  with  the  former  for  one  moment. 
The  general  opinion  of  the  navy  was,  that  ships  going 
abroad  should  have  only  such  a  reduction  from  the  war 
complement  as  w  ould  enable  them  to  have  a  sufficient 
peace  complement — that  was,  that  the  war  complement 
should  be  reduced  one-eighth ;  but  the  First  Lord  of  the 
Admiralty  differed  from  this  opinion,  and  said  that  the 
complement  of  hands  was  to  be  reduced  to  one-fifth.  Our 
navy  was  thus  governed  by  landmen,  who  knew  nothing 
at  all  almut  the  matter.  It  was  quite  ridiculous  to  talk 
about  the  expense.  He  was  perfectly  sure  that  ten  ships 
manned  as  they  ought  to  be*  would  be  more  efficient  than 
20  ships  imperfectly  manned.— Lord  Ingmtrie  seconded 
the  motion.— Captain  Pechfm,,  as  an  instance  of  the 
practical  inefficiency  of  our  present  service,  referred  to  the 
case  of  the  vessels  stationed  on  the  coast  of  Africa  to  look 
after  pirates  and  slavers,  and  which,  on  taking  a  prize, 
were  obliged  to  accompany  it  into  port  because  they  had 
not  hands  enough  to  spare  to  man  her. — Mr  F.  II.  Bf.ukf.-

1  lice :  an  18-gun  brig  is  sufficiently  powerful  to  cope  with 
'  any  pirate,  and  the  draught  of  water  in  such  vessels  being 
j  smaller,  they  are  more  fitted  for  the  service  than  frigates  or 
I  line-ol-battlc  ships;  still  their  corop'einents  of  men,  even 
I  then,  should  lie  complete.  If,  on  the  contrary,  the  pro-

On  a 
former  occasion,  when  the  hun.  member  for  Birmingham 
expressed  apprehensions  in  the  event  of  a  war  with  RuMia, 
that  a  Russian  fleet  might  sail  up  the  Thames  without  oppo. 
sition,  the  lion,  secretary  of  the  admiralty  coolly  admitted 
the  possibility,  including  the  trifling  contingencies  of  Wool, 
wich  heing  demolished — the  vill^es  of  Kent  and  Essej 
being  sacked,  and  Greenwich  being  bowed  to  the  ground ; 
but,  said  the  hon.  secretary  with  great  exultation,  if  thii 
should  happen,  sir,  what  revenge  we  would  take.  (Cheers 
and  laughter.)

FOREIGN  NEWS. 


The  effective  force  of  the  garrison  ot  Paris,  according  to 
the  is  shortly  to  be  increased  by  a  regiment  of 

cavalry.  “  There  arc  at  present  within  the  walls  of  Paris 
23  battalions  of  infantry,  three  entire  regiments  of  cavalry, 
four  batteries  of  artillery,  two  companies  of  veterans,  and 
the  horse  and  foot  municipal  guards,  that  is  to  say,  at  least 
bayonets,  2,000  cavalry,  and  24  pieces  of  artillery. 
Round  Paris  we  find  a  similar  accumulation  of  miliury 
force.  There  are  eight  batteries  of  artillery  hi  Vincennes, 
two  regiments  of  cavalry  at  Versailles,  one  at  Rambouillet, 
one  at  St  Germain,  one  at  Compitgne,  one  at  Melun,  one 
at  Fontainebleau,  one  at  Meaux,  &.C.,  and  reginienta  of 
infantry  at  Versailles,  Ruel,  tourbevoie,  St  Denis,  Vin¬ 
cennes,  &c.  This  is  nearly  incredible  ;  in  less  than  twelve 
hours  3ft,(MM)  men  can  be  assembled  on  the  Boulevards  and 
quays,  and  in  24  hours  upwards  of  50.0  ?0.  And  this  army, 
more  numerous  than  the  one  with  which  Napoleon  twice 
conquered  Italy,  is  not  deemed  sufficient,  but  must  still  be 
increased  !” 


The  Hanoverian  Government,  according  to  a  letter  of 
the  17ih  instant,  from  Hanover,  has  determined  to  proceed 
to  new  elections  in  such  places  as  the  electors  have  refused 
to  come  to  the  poll— addressing  instructions  to  them,  in¬ 
sisting  that  they  are  absolutely  bound  to  give  their  votes. 
It  is  said  that  this  has  been  occasioned  by  a  declaration  from 
several  influential  members  of  the  First  Chamber,  that  they 
would  not  recognise  the  authority  of  deputies  who  had  been 
returned  by  two  or  three  electors  only,  as  has  been  the  case 
in  several  of  the  forced  elections  recently  made. 


Advices  from  New  Brunswick  have  reached  Liverpool 
to  the  1st  inst.,  announcing  the  conclusion  of  an  arrange, 
ment  by  which  the  armed  forces  respectively  of  Maine,  as 
well  as  of  that  province,  are  to  withdraw  from  the  disputed 
territory,  which  will  be  left  to  tbe  control  of  the  civil  power, 
for  the  prevention  of  timber  depredations.  The  New 
Brunswick  Legislature  continued  in  session,  and  the  de¬ 
bates  on  the  state  of  the  province  were  marked  by  great 
warmth  and  unanimity  of  sentiment  as  to  the  conduct  and 
pretensions  of  their  republican  neighbours.  The  public 
treasury  was  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  showing  a  large 
available  surplus  of  revenue  over  expenditure,  and  the  calls 
of  the  governor  for  funds  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses 
I  of  arming  and  training  the  militia  for  active  service  had 
been  promptly  answered.

Fr>nceii  Pureey,  sister  to  the  landloid  of  tlie  Siiip, 
t’.iuidcn  street,  Islington,  and  David  Ahrahams,  the  |)Ol-boy, 
iMith  of  w  lioiii  swore  lo  him  and  the  deceased  being  in  the 
lioii'ic  drinking  twice  on  the  previous  night;  the  last  lime 
about  half-past  ten  o’clock,  when  they  left  together.  It  was 
satisfactorily  pmved  by  the  evidence  of  several  witnesses 
r»n  this  occasion  thn*.  deceased,  who  w.is  a  servant  in  Wliite- 
clM|>el,  imd  been  in  bed  at  llo'^  lime  wlieii  Rayner  and  the 
female  were  seen  in  Islington.  She  had  left  home  after  six 
o’clcK'k  on  the  morning  wiien  her  luxly  was  found.  She  had 
b.  en  desponding  for  some  time.  Mr  Wakley  said  it  was 
evident,  then,  tli.it  the  female  and  |>ot-hoy  of  the  Sliip  were 
niistaken  as  Iu  the  ideiilily  ef  the  deceased,  which  fact  has 
now  l>ei  I]  proved.  Tliere  was  no  doubt  deceased  was  found 
in  tlie  water,  hut  how  she  came  there  tliere  was  no  evidence 
to  prove.  'I'he  jury  fully  concuricrl  in  what  had  fallen  from 
the  eoroner.  .m.l  irlnriiert  a  verdict  to  that  effect. 

Determined  Siticidk — On  Wednenday  an  inquisi¬ 
tion  was  taken  at  the  (iuti  Tavern,  Woidwich,  on  the  luxly 
of  CliarleM  Cliiddoy,  aged  nineteen,  a  driver  and  gunner,  lie- 
longing  to  the  second  battalion  of  Royal  Artillery*,  com¬ 
manded  by  Captain  Bassett.

Before  they  had  time 
to  advance  a  step  lie  discharged  the  luii.-ket  by  pressing  the 
hiyoiiet,  uiid  coinph'tely  shivered  his  face  and  head  to  pieces. 
A  (loftion  of  his  b!\ull  was  forced  through  the  window  into 
the  back  yard,  and  his  brains  were  scattered  over  the  bt*d 
and  wall.  Another  witness  depi'sed  that  about  iiuur  iiionth.s 
ago  deceased  said  he  had  found  out  a  capital  iilan  when  he 
wanted  to  sluMit  himself;  and  he  then  placed  his  bayonet 
across  (he  trigger  and  his  fisit  upon  it,  and  added,  tliat  he 
had  dune  ao  while  be  was  on  duly  in  the  Arsenal  yard,  and 
was  abHut  lo  press  down  the  tfigger,  when  a  black  cut 
juin|)ed  from  off  the  wall  u|K>n  his  shoulder,  and  frightened 
liiin  aomucli,  that  ha  iw-fixed  his  iiayonet  and  walked  to  and 
fru  sgiio.  Witness  told  him  that  he  was  a  foul  lu  talk  in 
that  way,  and  considered  the  story  of  the  cat  w.is  his  own 
im.iglualion,  as  the  buildings  are  t(«o  high  for  a  cut  to  jump 
from.  Tlie  dece'serl  was  a  very  sober  man,  and  of*  very 
cheerful  spirits  and  fond  td  **  skylarking.”  He  had  appeared 
lot  some  time  to  be  wrong  in  his  mind.
